COM.MESTS— The end of Christ's lifcwas 


drawing near. At the time of our lesson, 
Ho was on His iast journey to Jerusalem. 
At some time before they reached the city 
of Jericho Ho tried to prepare His disciples 
for tue death of their Master, so that they 
would not be overwhelmed with despair 
when the event look place. They, however, 
would not credit wl:at Bo told them. They 
thought that He was mistaken, and His 
forowarnings made no impression on their 
minds. About this time, also, James and 
John, with their mother Salome, came to 
Him, and asked Him if He would grant 
them whatever they asked. This was not a 
manly way of coming to Him, and implied 
that they wanted Him to commit Himself 
ahead, to give them their desire. Their re- 
quest was one rnarlred by selfishness, for 
thoy asked places at His right hard and 
His left, that is, the foremost places, in His 
Kingdom. And this, too, so soon after Ho 
had given them an impressive lesson in hu- 
mility. 
To this 
proud request Jesus 


made the answer found in verses 22, 23, 
When tho ten heard 
of the request 


of their two brethren, instead of being sorry 
that thoy should have displayed such an 
ambitious spirit, they were angry at them 
for trying to get ahead of then-.. Upon this 
the Master had again to give them a lesson 
on humility, and assuro them Uinl in tho 
kingdom of God tbingH go by contraries, 
us it were, and that they who tried to exalt 
themselves were cast down, while only tho 
humble were exalted. In this He called 
their attention to His own example; for 
though Ho was too Son of ir.an, yet Ho 
came not to bo ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and to give His life a ransom for 
many. 
All the disciples fell into this same snaro 


of self-seeking more than once. The case 
of James and John was no worse than that 
of the others, except that they were a, little 
more outspoken than the rest, and in this 
probably their mother was partly to blame. 
In every family this same spirit crops out 
from time to time. At times it exists when 
tho members of the family are ashamed to let 
it bo seen. But it is there all the same. What 
a singular story that would be, in which 
not only all our deeds and words, but all our 
thoughts and feelings and motives wcro 
plainly written down! Would any one caro 
to 'have such a truthful biography pub- 
lished, revealing all their secret inner life? 
Would there not be many such things to 
record as arc here put clown with regard 
to James aud John! How few there aro 
who have not at some timo desired great 
things for themselves, and how few, too, 
who have not been jealous of others who 
have attained that for which they had 
longed! Yes, self-seeking is not dead, and 
will not bo until self is dead and hidden 
with 
Christ. This 
spirit troubled tho 


churches in the apostles' timo so that Paul 
had to say, "All seek their owr.," and it 
abides in the church of to-dav. This is what 
makes church quarrels anu Sunday-school 
contentions. This is what causes children 
to quarrel over their dead parents' lega- 
cies, and act like wild boasts toward each 
other. 
'-My welfare, not yours," is thu 


spirit in which many livo constantly. The 
spirit of tho Bible is diametrically op- 
posed to this. It says, "Your welfare, not 
mine," and until tho ditciplc cherishes this 
spirit, ho fails to tread in the footsteps of 
his Master.— Rev. A. F. SchauJJlcr.
